INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — A 
vote could come next week on 
an Indiana House version of a 
minor courts system to replace 
justices of the peace. 
The Senate has a conflicting 
version, still in committee, but 
considered by knowledgeable 
observers as likely to pass in 
the Senate. 
The House Courts and Crimi­ 
nal Code Committee finished 
and sent out its plan Friday. If 
the House approves the com­ 
m ittee’s 5-3 recommendation, a 
clash in a House-Senate confer­ 
ence committee seems likely. 
The Senate’s version would 
create a system 
of county 
courts with elected judges who 
would be lawyers and who 
would have jurisdiction over 
misdemeanors and small civil 
actions. 
The House version is for a 
system in which referees—not 
necessarily lawyers—would pre­ 
side over minor courts within 
the circuit court in almost all 
92 counties. 
The House bill much resem­ 
bles a proposal made between 
sessions by the Judicial Study 
Commission — a lawmaker-citi- 
zens group, mostly judges and 
lawyers. One of the major 
changes from the recommenda­ 
tion is provision for jury trials. 
The bill calls for present 
justices of the peace to serve 
until Jan. I, 1977. 
Each 
referee 
would 
be 
appointed, without any required 
preliminary 
examination 
to 
serve fulltime or part-time for 
an indefinite term. He would 
serve within the circuit court 
and at the pleasure of the 
circuit court judge, for no set 
term. A referee’s rulings would 
be subject to review by the 
circuit court judge. They would 
actually be made in the judge’s 
name. Appeal would be to the 
Indiana Court of ADDeals. 


The referees would handle 
traffic and other misdemeanor 
criminal 
cases 
for 
which 
penalties are fines or jail terms 
of up to one year. Each would 
have 
to 
attend 
a 
yearly 
educational seminar. 


“They would handle landlord- 
tenant 
cases, 
neighborhood 
fights, small debts—things we 
might consider nuisances, but 
important to the parties invol­ 
ved,” Rep. Richard J. Doyle, 
D-South Bend, said. Doyle, the 
Courts Committee chairman, 
said 
a 
main 
goal 
of 
the 
legislation is to relieve other 
courts of a glut of minor cases. 
Strict rules of evidence would 
not be followed and there would 
be no formal pleadings, Doyle 
said. 


Somebody with a complaint 
would merely pay $10 in filing 
it and would, by doing so, 
automatically 
waive a jury 
trial. A law yer wouldn’t be 
needed. Civil cases demanding 
damages up to $2,500 would be 
accepted, 
compared 
to 
the

filing a small claims case can 
cost from $6 to around $35.

He explained the call for a jury 
trial is often just to delay 
things.

Women Teachers Win 
Favorable Ruling 


EVANSVILLE, Ind. (UPI) — 
A judge 
ruled 
Friday 
that 
provisions in the Indiana State 
Teacher Retirement Fund that 
provide 
lower 
benefits 
for 
women 
than 
for 
men 
is 
unconstitutional. 
Judge 
William 
Miller 
in 
V anderburgh Circuit Court 
made the ruling in a class 
action suit filed about a year 
ago on behalf of two Evansville 
area retired teachers. 
One of their attorneys, Ted 
Lockyear of Evansville, said 
damages which Miller author­ 
ized in his ruling could cost the 
state $27 to $50 million. 
The women who filed the suit 
complained that though they 
made 
contributions 
to 
an 


annuity account at the saint 
three per cent rate as men 
teachers before they retired, 
they receive less in benefits. 
That was presumably because 
the average woman 
has a 
longer 
life 
span 
than 
the 
average man and theoretically 
would receive more over the 
retirement years. 
But 
Miller was 
not 
only 
ordered the state fund to pay 
women at the same rate as 
men hereafter, but also award­ 
ed all retired women teachers 
damages for past losses under 
the system. 
The State Teacher Retire­ 
ment 
Fund 
sends 
monthly 
checks to all retired teachers, 
covering one payment of state 


funds made at an equal rate to 
men and women, and another 
payment 
from 
an 
annuity 
account to which the teachers 
themselves contribute three per 
cent of their pay during their 
working years. 
Seventy 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
teachers drawing 
retirement 
benefits are women. 


No monetary value was set 
on

commissioner to be appointed 
to determine the exact amount 
each class member has suf­ 
fered. 


Spokesmen for the retirement 
fund indicated the ruling would 
be appealed.

parts to his personality,” he 
added, calling Nixon an “out­ 
standing 
statesm an” who is 
guilty “ in a sense to ward 
heeling and cheap politics.” 
“That tape proved he knew of 
the W atergate breakin, at least 
after it happened,” Dennis told 
his audience on the Ball State 
University cam pus. “That tape 
proved he lied to the American 
people for nearly two years.

Handicapped ‘Labels’ 
More Harmful Than Good 


By CRAIG A. PALMER 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
labels that society places on 
millions of children are often 
m ore harmful than helpful, a 
report issued 
today 
by 
the 
D epartm ent of Health, E duca­ 
tion, and Welfare concludes. 
Labels like “handicapped,” 
“low 
incom e,” 
“retarded,” 
“culturally 
disadvantaged,” 
“delinquent,” “slow learner” or 
“hearing im paired” may m ake 
it easier for a teacher or social 
worker to excuse the inability 
to help a child, it said. But 
these simplified labels often 
m ask real needs that children 
have. The report cited these 
hypothetical cases: 
—Jane shows up on sum m ary 
school records and state reports 
as “ m entally retarded-educa­ 
ble.” What is not recorded is 
that Jan e cannot read, that she 
is attractiv e and pleasant, that 
she needs dental care and that 
she is very good with children 
and has held a child care job 
with a fam ily for five years. 
No record of services needed. 
—John shows up in sim ilar 
reports as emotionally distur­ 
bed. W hat is not recorded is 
that his father is an alcholic 
who tyrannized his home for 
years. Nor is it recorded that 
John m akes movies of rem ark ­ 
able perceptiveness. 
Again no record of services 


needed. 
—Bill is reported as visually 
handicapped, which he is. What 
is not recorded is that Bill is a 
diabetic, has an IQ of at least 
160 and is a superb musician. 
No record of services needed. 
These are com plex individu­ 
als and their needs are lost by 
a simplistic labeling system, 
said the report, prepared for 
HEW by a V anderbilt Universi­ 
ty team headed by psychologist 
Nicholas Hobbs. 
The pain was described in the 
study by an institutionalized, 
retarded youth: “They take me 
as if I’m not a sm a rt person. I 
m ean they act like I don’t 
understand things, which I do 
understand 
things. 
T hat’s a 
terrible thing; I’d never do that 
to anybody. I’d ra th e r be dead 
than have people a c t like I’m 
not a sm art person.” 
While not com pletely reject­ 
ing 
classification, 
the 
study 
concluded that som etim es such 
labeling can help get children 
the 
services 
their 
problem 
needs. 
“ On the o th e r h a n d ,” the 
report continued, a label “can 
blight the life of a child, reduce 
opportunity, dim inish his confi­ 
dence and self-esteem , alienate 
him from o th e rs, n u rtu re a 
m eanness of spirit, and m ake 
him less a person than he could 
becom e.”

FORD AS PRESIDENT 


According to a recent national poll, President Ford’s 
popularity has plunged 29 points since he took office in 
August to a 42 per cent approval of his job performance. 


It was not until May of 1973—more than three years 
after he took office—that President 
Richard Nixon’s 
popularity slipped to a similar low. 


Ford’s low popularity is significant now inasmuch as 
I.) he has been in office only a short time and 2.) he 
recently concluded discussions with leaders of the soviet 
Union, France, Mexico, and Japan. 
A 
president’s 
popularity usually is stable the first few months in office 
and in any event usually increases slightly after well 
publicized meetings with other heads of state. 


This did not happen to Ford. There are many reasons 
why—not the least of which is Ford’s reluctance to take 
firm command of the presidency and assum e a position of 
leadership rather than fellowship. 


Yet one explanation for this and his low popularity 
seems to have emerged in recent weeks. It is not 
altogether certain but there certainly is the appearance 
that Ford is not wholly enchanted with the presidency. 


Richard Nixon worshipped the presidency. Dwight 
Eisenhower tolerated it. John Kennedy had fun with it. 
Lyndon Johnson used it. But Gerald Ford seems to be 
confused by it. He seems to cherish m ore the good old 
days when he was a m ere congressman, free from the 
weight of decisions and choices that daily touch this 
continent and the world. 


There was a brief scenario while the president was in 
Vail, Colo., that seemed to underscore Ford’s coolness 
toward the presidency. One spectator told the President, 
"We’re really proud to have you here in Vail.” 


"You m ake me justice of the peace,” Ford said, "and 
I’ll quit.” One reporter noted that Ford left the strong 
impression that he was getting more enjoyment out of the 
round of social activities at Vail and being with old friends 
than out of being president. 


At another point Ford said ruefully that one of his 
aides had "about four hours of work waiting for m e” and 
added that “ it’s hard to concentrate.” 


No one seriously imagines that being president is an 
easy job. But months ago Ford said he was prepared for 
the presidency. Perhaps his popularity and his ef­ 
fectiveness would imporve if he were also prepared to 
enjoy the presidency.

Beth V. Greene, principal 
secretary of the Senate, ap­

Improvements’s Board with the 
suggestion, and received c a ­ 
rates. Many public hearings 
have been held in the building 
during the current session. Free 
use is extended during daytime 
hours when the regular cleaning 
crews are on duty. For night 
meetings, housing up to 500 
spectators, $44 is charged of the 
normal $110 room rental. 
Senator John F. Shawley of 
Michigan City amended the 
debt-forgiveness bill to grant 
free 
usage 
of 
available 
facilities. The amended bill was 
passed out of committee by a 
vote of 7 to 2 and stands a good 
chance 
of 
becoming 
law. 
Stumbling block ahead is the 
fact that Lake County wants a 
similar facility, and would like 
the same financial help. 
A November column said: 
"House membership will in­ 
clude 26 freshmen. It should 
mean an increase in bills in­ 
troduced, since every new 
member has ideas on needed 
legislation as well as campaign 
pledges to support.” 
As the filing deadline for new 
bills approached, there was a 
deadline in bill preparation. 
Rules were suspended to permit 
introduction of more than the 
limited single bill each day. For 
a time, it appeared the record 
would bear out that I was a poor 
prognosticator, but I have been 
vindicated. 
By end of the 21st session day, 
some 1,035 bills had been in­ 
troduced in the House, with 584 
in the Senate. Par for the 
course, many are duplications. 
There is little doubt the 1,688 
record bill introduction in 1971 
will fall, but much doubt a 
sim ilar 435 new laws will

“ I never will feel that the 
theater is the panacea,” said 
Akila Couloumbis, an actor and 
co-director of the productions.

Currently, a nucleus of three 
is touring prisons with two one- 
act plays and in six weeks will 
have given 45 performances to 
an estimated 10,000. 
The professional cast consists 
cf Laverne Turner, a Philadel­ 
phian who’s been in repertory 
and according to Couloumbis 
“ is one of the best improvisa- 
tionists I ’ve ever seen;” Rich­ 
ard Brown, a 
New Yorker, 
who’s done off-Broadway and 
stock; and Michael Moody, of 
Portland, 
Maine, 
actor 
and 
playwright who has one of his 
works optioned for Broadway. 
They will draw on prison 
volunteers to supplement the 
cast 
or

stagehand.

Couloumbis 
explained, 
"We

staging...in 
institutions you don’t usually 
have elaborate facilities. The 
group is self-contained. It can 
even draw the curtain-if there 
is one.”

Anderson said Thursday they 
proposed 
the swap to

alleviate shortages expected to 
occur in the Midwest after 
Canada begins to cut its oil 
exports to the United States. 
Joining in the proposal were 
Reps. Bill Frenzel, R-Minn., 
and Bob Bergland, D-Minn. 
Canada has announced that it 
will 
begin 
reducing 
exports 
later this year and end all 
shipments by 1983 —six years 
after oil is expected to begin 
flowing from Alaska’s North 
Slope. 
The 
Midwest 
congressmen 
said 
the 
north 
slope 
was 
expected to produce a surplus 
of 700,000 barrels a day on the 
west coast when full production 
is reached. They proposed that 
the surplus be delivered to 
Canadian refineries in British 
Columbia in exchange for oil to 
be delivered from Canada to 
the Midwest. 


Anderson 
said 
the 
plan 
included reversing the flow of 
the 
Trans-Mountain 
Pipeline 
which now carries oil from 
Edmonton, Alberta, to Canadi­ 
an and U.S refineries on Puget 
Sound. The oil would then be 
delivered to the U.S. Midwest 
with the Puget Sound refineries 
receiving Alaskan oil. 
The Illinois Republican said 
the arrangem ent would make 
enough petroleum available to 
supply most Midwestern refin­ 
eries now using Canadian oil.

House Commerce Committee 
has authorized $347 million to 
keep the bankrupt Penn Central 
and Erie Lackawanna railroads 
in business —$72 million more 
than the Senate voted last 
week. 
A House appropriations sub­ 
committee approved by voice 
vote Thursday a $100 million in 


emergency funds to tide them 
over until the full appropriation 
can to authorized. 
The Penn Central says it 
cannot meet its Feb. 23 payroll 
and has threatened to refuse 
freight shipments as of Feb. 14 
in preparation for a shutdown 
at the end of the mop th. 
Final action on both meas­ 
ures is weeks away, since an 


informal 
House 
recess 
will 
intervene 
and 
leaders 
say 
neither bill could be finished 
before the week of Feb. 16. 
Penn Central serves nearly 
every major industrial plant — 
including auto and steelmakers 
—in the Northeast. Its closing 
would so severely affect the 
economy that the government 
estimates a one-week shutdown 
would cause a 5 per cent drop 
in the Gross National Product. 
The authorization would in­ 
clude $222 million to cover cash 
needs of Penn Central, $25
